Elfinore, Fune 12. We learn, that while the Kiug of Sweden was 
reviewing the ficet at Carelfcroon, one of the men of war took fire, 
which damaged the Captain’s cabin, and wounded 30 men. 

The Swedith frigate Le jaramas, of 36 guns, is arrived from Got- 
tenburgh, in the Sound, in order to join the fquadron of that nation 
now at Copenhagen, from whence they are going to cruize in the 
North Sea. 

Paris, June ts. The Court has received advices from St Domingo, 
by two fhips from Cape St Nicholas Mole ; one arrived at Nantz, and 
the other at LOrient ; the laft failed the r{t of May, at which time 
Mr de Monteil had not appeared at the Cape, though he failed from 
the Havannah the gth of April.

ON the 27th ult. the American brig, the Black Prince, arrived at 
Cadiz from the Havannah, which place it had left on the oth of A- 
pril. The Captain brings letters containing the following accounts: 

Camp Maretthal Don Bernarda Galvez had failed from the Havan- 
nah on the 28th of February, upo» a private expedition, with five 
fhips of war, under the command of Don Jofeph Calvo, on board his 
Majeity’s thip the San-Ramon, together with feveral tran‘ports and 
land forces. 

Gn the gth, about fix o'clock P. M. the fleet anchored at the idand 
of Santa Rofa, which flands at the entrance of Penfacola harbour; in 
the night the troops were landed, and the ifland was reeonnoitred, 
without any other hiedrance than from the conftant, but fraitleds a- 
ring of two Englith frigates. which were at anchor. 

‘The teth was employed in landing provifions and ammunition, and 
fecuring ovr men, by erecting a_ battery of two twenry-four pounders, 
which obliged the frigates to retire towards the middle of the bay. 

An attempt was made fhe next day to force an entrante into the 
harbour ; but this being protected by the Cafthe with five 32 pound. 
ers on the fea-fide, we failed of fuccefs, owing partly to the fhip San- 
Ramon (triking upon a rock, though the thock was. but Right, and 
caufed only a trifling damage about its keel. 

This event, and the narrownefs of the channel, the dept of which 
was not fufficiently known, rendered the ertrapce into the haven swore 
difficalt, it being under the very Gre of the Caflle; four days elapfed 
without any further attempt on that part. The General then thifted 
his fisg to the brig Golveitown, crouded his fails, and entered the 
channel, notwith{tanding a very heavy fire from the Caftle. He was 
fo fortunate as to eicape unhurt, as did two gun bvuats, and a gallict 
that followed him. 

On the roth, all the thips of war and tranfports made their en- 
trance good, excepting the San-Ramon.
